A nation, said General Gorpox, hus the 
government it best deserves. Tf China 
were worthy of a good government It would 
haveit. Such was his deliberate statement 
on returning from his fast visit to Peking. 
Despairing of the people and the govern- 
ment he had done so much to help, he re- 
fused the splendid offers made to him by 
Li Hune-cxanea as unworthy of a British 
officer, and finally fell, the victim of treachery 
abroad and insincerity at home, with his 
face to the enemy ut Khartoum. The truth 
of Gorvon’s statement has heen ariply 
justified since Gorpox's farewell to China 
in 1880. Tne government which he had 
tried to reanimate in 1863-64, had accepted 
indeed the fruits of his campaign 9 ninst the 
Taiping rebels. According to ita lights it 
had not been ungrateful to Gorpon ; it had 
regularly paid the troops under his con 
mand while he was at their head, and it 
had offered Gorpon a handsome pecuniary 
reward for: his services, which he hud ina 


mind and emasculste his, body 


right as Regent und usurping the prero- 
gatives of the Imperor, and to seek to 
purify his own court, which had become a 
hot-hed of corruption. He unfortunatel 
underrated the difficulties of the task. A 
traitor was amongst his confidanta, set there 
by the Empress Dowager and the intention 
wis revenled.

his respousibilitics fram some strange quit- 
ter shone in on his benighted mind; the 
sorrows of his country made a deep im- 
pression on his mind, aud he determined to 
take on himself the resuscitation of the 
state.

naires. GORDON was bu: an emiasary of the 
British Government; his troops were paid 
by the Chinese Government, wherein was 
he better than any other mercenary? What 
he had done he was doubtless paid for, and 
the bargain was concluded when he had 
handed back Soochow to the Futzi of the 
province. ‘The British Government would 
not have dove what it did had it not had its 
quid pro quo; its pressing of reforms was its 
affair, and only « part of its usual policy. 
Chinese government was good enough for 
China, and if the English wanted better let 
them pay for it themselves. Such ideas 
could have but one result, that of confirm- 
ing all the abuses, and the government, 
having no head to guile it, instead of taking 
example by what. it saw sound it steadily 
retrograded. The other members of the Re- 
gency died off, and the present, the youngest, 
but also the most grasping and avaricious 
hung ov.

and obstinate fury. Everyone feared an 
uprising among thousands of natives living 
and employed in the city, aud it was only 
due to the rmpid ud effective demonstrit- 
tions of the provost guard and district 
police that order was preserved. = Even 
with the utinost precautions, brought & 
perfection by the experience of days and 
vights of the heaviest strain, there were 
uumerous Khoptings aud small risings, while 
in-tividual attacks occurred all over town. 
The next day, Sinday, the bloodiest battle 
of the whole insurrection waged for hours, 
on a fighting line of more than ten 
miles clone around the suburbs The

The large firms have been the real losers, 
for inter-island communication was cuspend- 
el. Philippine business men should be 
fairly versed in the advantages of laying 
asitle capital for rainy days, but this “day ” 
has been probably the cloudiest in the tur- 
bulent weather that seems peculiar to the 
Archipelago, However, these things are 
beginning to be old stories now. The three 
months of October, November aud December 
suw the most astonishing activity on the 
partofthe American troops, and the Fili- 
pino army of North Luzon was driven from 
place to place until the leaders were left 
without commands and Aguinaldo escaped 
a. a fugitive intu the mountains, with 
scarcely enough men to equal the number 
of his furmer servants, 

General Otis, as the head cf affiirs, as. 
tonished the world with the performances 
of his troops. Men fought through the 
mountaing and jungle where Spaniard had 
never penetrated tn all their years uf occupn- 
tion, Buots gnve out, rations were unheard 
of, and yet they plodded on, living on rice 
and fruits, At one time ina whole battalion 
there were just three pairs of bouts; men 
looked more lice sivages than soldiers, and 
tuany Wore uothiog more than hats, curtridge 
belts and a thigh cloth or breech clout. 

To-day civil governments are Operating 
in over one huudred towns, ports have been 
opened in all the provinces, and military 
patrols are being formed to insure the 
public peace. The south is yet unsettled, but 
General Kuble is rapidly garrisoning the 
towns of the hemp districts and prospects 
are good for shipper and grower alike. Jolo 
and Mindonao are gradually coming iio 
live and trade is everywhere Improving, 
Recent orders have opened Manila and vi- 
cinity to the free traffic of the natives, and 
itis hoped that better markets and prices 
will result. 

The entire ccuntry is bound to be unsafe 
for a considerable time to come, for the dream 
of liberty is sweet and hard to forget; not 
only this, but, what ig more important, there 
are several thousand rifles lying hidden 
about the provinces, and they inay be used 
from time to time as opportunity offers. A 
large part. of the population realizes chat 
American rule promises much, and these 
peuple are endeavouring to get into the 
good graces of the Guverament. 

In the nuturul course of events each 
year should see a great improvement in 
every condition of life and trade. Lt is 
only wa matter of limited time, fur the com- 
plete aud permanent pacification of the 
Archipelago. There 1 one question, and 
vue -only, that can bring about a more 
disastrous aud terrible experience than 
that which has just been felt, and that is 
the religious contention. The matter is 
comiug ton climax, and unless it be jucici- 
ciuusly haudled the future will have sad 
and uwtul events to record,

It is all very 
well to adopt measures that point to exelusive- 
uess if you are under uo obligations and have 
the wherewithal to keep them up. Bat exclu. 
sivenoss ia a selfish policy and rightly finds no 
public support. The Race Meeting is more 
or less a public institution, and has been 
made so by the support of the publio in 
the past. both by contributions in admission 
fees and in the general interest displayed in the 
muny meetings. All the public are not inyjthe 
affinent positions they would wish to be, and it 
is bad euough to have necessities such as boure- 
rent jumping up periodically 100 per ceut with- 
out one’s occasional Inxuries doing likewise. 
The Race Club owes a duty to the public ag 
well as to its owo exchequer. und a reversion to 
the old price of admission would commend it- 
self to many, eveu to thoxe who are able to pay 
tbe enhanced fee.

‘They knew how 
readily be coutenanced and supported ever 
Judicions effort to reform ; how, Bs example, it 
was largely to lis influential co-op ration with 
Dean Howson aud other public-apirited citizens 
that Chester during the race week became loans 
the pandemoninm it had been. Some of them 
would have been glad if be bad seen bis way to 
condemn even more decisively the ruinous vices 
of betting and gambling, but the point to 
understand sud remember was that the Duke, 
with fall koowledge of the subject in all its 
bearings, upbeld and cultivated borse-racinw 
not merely or chiefly because he delighted and 
excelle : in it. but because he bhoneatly believed 
it to be in itse!f a noble eport, which th natiou

“The Mother- 
in-law” was not perhaps up to the standard of 
the former, but the * Yooman of the Guard” © 
is worthy of the anited efforts of the members 
of the A.D.C., and will take a lending rank 
among its successes. ~ 
The piece was well-chosen and came as a-- 
pleasing diversion from the two previous come- 
dies. From a scenic point of view, having 
careful regard to the capabilities of the local . 
stage, which may be well described as being 


‘| “narrow, oribbed aud confined,” the selection 


could not have been better. There is only one 
scene, supposed to be viewed in the daytime 
and at night, and the introduction of 
incandescent Iamps, fixed with an immense 
amoent of trouble, provided the uecossary. 
*laminous rays of the moon.” The single scene 
enable! the scenic artist to ‘turn ont a very 
good representation of his subject, bearing in 
mind the scene as it was depicted at home. It. 
wag excellontly portrayed and was seen best from 
the left-hand side of the house looking towards 
Beauchamp Tower. It enabled every inch of 
apace to be used to the fullest advantage with- 
out the n-cessity of removing anyth ug in the 
interval between the cots. 

‘The music was also well within the powers 
of thea chorus, and it was probably the 
strongest chorus {bat has been heard in 
late per-orminces in Hongkong. It may be 
ju‘erssting to know thatadthere were no lexs 
than sixty-two persons on the stage tuking 
psrt.in the performance. The vocal music was 
on the whole well rendered, the attacks being 
sharp, the baton of the 1usical director being 
fairly well observed, aud the singing being 
brisk and marked with an appreciated absence 
of any draggiug. The parts were woll balanced. 
the voices bleuding creditably, though now and 
ag iu some harshness is prominent aud some of 
the Yoomen are uot as correct in their notes a8 
they might be. ‘Lhese defects should wear off 
after one or two performances, if a little more 
attention be paid to the coaching of the con- 
ductor—who as a rule has the least-envied task 
of any in an amateur performance. 

‘The orchestra was amply sufficient for the 
needs of the piece, contribatiug much to its 
success, and thanks to the customary courtesy 
of the officers nud the willingness of the men, 
a number of the Bandsmen from the Royal 
Welxh Fusiliers rendered valuable assistance. 

Thee - being uv change of sceue, consequently 
there is but one opportan.ty for spestacular 
display, yet the combination of coluurs is 
very eftective y arrauged.

Mrs. Badeley as the Sergeant's danghter dis- 
played much. dramatic ability, and above all 
she is to be specially commended for having so 
well obsorved what many amateurs are apt to 
neglect,.the necessity of reciting her lines 
clearly aud distinctly. From first to last her 
enunciation in recitative or song was excellent, 
and she was heard distinotly all over the hones. 
The same applies to Shadbolt, though bleased 
with a voice that the demon jailer poxsesses, 
the taek was not so great. The opening chofus 
was one of the best rendered in the piece, and 
the solo “ As in days of long agi." was well 
sung by Mrs. Badeley and was received with 
loud applanss. As Dame Oarruthers, Mrs. 
Ross has vot much of a part, but she made the 
most of it,and was undoubted!y the leading vova- 
list of the evening. Her solo “ The screw miy 
twist" with the chorus of the Yoemen, reveired 
wall deserved applause, and the sima may be 
said.of the Lieutenant's solo by Mr. C. Hf.

Sexton's per- 
formance was worthy of much praise and he had 
evidently spared:no pains to make his part a 
success.

ef the best in the performance, becausa ils real 
success depended so much on the eft rts of the 
two performers. Mr. Sexton was repeatedly 
applauded ; so was Viscount Suirdale, and the 
approbation of the audisace was well merited.

A CHARACTERISTIC LETIER. 

[The following lettar was recvived by post 
*yester-lay, bearing the Canton postmark. Al- 
though the intention of the anthors need not 
be taken very seriously yet it is indicativa of 
the feeling that widely prevails in South China 
against the Empress- Dowager and her advisers. 
For this reason we have departed from our 
usual rale of not aceepting corre -pondence 
without the writer's nume.—Ev.] 

Canton, China, 9th February, [90u, 
TU THE EDITOR F JHE HONKONG 
“DAILY PRESS.” 

Sir,—A great revolution is brewing in China 
for the overthrow of tha usurping Manchus. 
I'he seeds of rebellion hare becn sows beoadeaat 
and are already bearing fruit. Favourable res- 
ponsek hive been recaived from the Provinces, 
and from nearly all the Foreiga Couutries 
wherein our brethren dwell. 

The vear 1900 and the succeediag years will 
Witness a prreal change in China, clauge which 
with God's help we trust will ba weleome o the 
Foreign Powers. and beueticial to the cast and 
increaging trade of the Orient. 

We are baman and coufess that the beginving 
will not be withoat its troubles and disappoint. 
meolg. We are a uation of £410,004, paw in 
certain respects, bat in judyving us it inuat be 
remembsreu (hat iron ore cao be «melted aud 
then welded into polished temperud steel. 

Oar leadera have bean educated and trained 
abroad, and we have the sympathy aud support 
of numerous influeatial friends in Eogland.

unhealthy. and then proceed to prepare a scheme 
for its improvement, and for the formation of 
auch streets, sqnares. and open xpacer. and the 
construction of suitable bail lings, and all other 
things as may he necessary for such improve- 
meut. 

(it) —The proe dure regardiag the publication 
of nutices to the persons affested by the works, 
the hearing of objections, the assessment of 
compensation for compulsor purchase, and the 
approval of the Legislative Council prior to the 
execution of the improvement, can be framed 
upon the provisions of tha English Housing 
of the Wcerking (lasses Act and the Land 
Clauses Consolidation Acta relating to this 
procedure.

THE CONDITION OF NU. 2 HEALTH DISTRICT, 


The S-lect Cominittee (Messrs May, Osborne, 
aud Meaie) reported on the 8th February that 
they had inspected portions of No. 2 Health 
Instrict, sauitacy Luspector McKenzie accom- 
panyiig them. The report concludes :-—" We 
visited the Wauancssi Market, which is in our 
opinion inadequate for the requirements of the 
population. Taken as a whole the district was 
not as clean as it should be. ‘The district has 
the advantage of being largely composed of two- 
storeyed buildiugs, but as these baldings are 
old we fear they will soon be replaced by baild- 
ings of at least three storeys in height. We 
only noticed one latrine in the portion of the 
district traversed by ui and it was obviously 
wuch too small for the necessitios of the dense 
population surrounding it. Che whole district 
apparently wants lime- washing.” 

The Secretary minuted:—‘ This district is 
in courte of beins lime-washed although but 
slow progress is being made, as only 22 houses 
out of 1,500 Lave beeu done in five weeks.” 

Dr. Hartigan miouted:--‘ Keport shows a 
most unsatisfactory state of things still.” 

The Hoa. &. D. OnmsBy proposed that a 
copy of the report be forwarded to the Go- 
vernment- :

“77 CHINESE? OERTIFIOATES, 

. Papers were submitted as. to the increase to 
allowances for knowledge of Chinese. 

‘The Secretary reported to the Colonial Se- 
cretary on the 23rd January as follows :— 

“T ‘have. the honour by the direction of the 
’ Sanitary Board to point out that by C.S.'). 
2.961 of 1895 it was sanctioned that the regula- 
tions-governing the study of Chinese and the 
monetary reward granted for the possession of 
a certificate by the members of the police should 

- be extended to the Inspectors of the Sanitary 

Department. . 

« “Since that time certificates hava bean gained 
by inspectors in this department, and at the 
present time four are in possession of such cer- 
tificates, namely; two of second and two of first 
certificates It is, however, found that there 
is some cause which prevents the main body of 

- the inspectors from xequiring a useful knowledge 
of Chinese and thus acts 
the valno of their services in sanitary matters. 

“i he reason for this may be partially due to 
the vompavatively small reward paid for the 
possession of a certificate, namely, $2,450, $5, and 
$10, fora first, second or third respectively, and 
to-revive this I am directed to recommend that 
as the police allowances have been doubled by 
C.8.0.538 0° 1899, so may the same privilege be 
extended to the inspectors of this department; to 
the present holders of certificates on the same 
terms as therein quoted for the police, namely, 
on passing a test examination and to all who 
may in future gain certificates. 

“The rate on the estimates for this de- 
partment is $300, and the increase if granted 
will require an additional $25" for the curreot 
year, namely, $150 for certificates already 
joined and $100 for prospective grants.” 

' The four inspectors mentioned in the report 
are: J. Reidie ($10). F. Fisher ($10), H. J. 
Kuight ($2.5 ), aud J. Hoggarth (2.50). 

The Colonial Iveasurer (the Hon. A M. 
Thomson) reported (January 24th) :—" I think 
the allowances should be the same as iu the 
police, but doubt whether the officers who have 
not taken up or passed in Chinese a e influenced 
altogether by the amounts. Incapacity and 
disinclination to study would account for a num- 
ber of them. 

The Colonial Sscretary (the Hon. J. H. 
Stewart Lockhart) wrote (January 25th) :—“I 
agree with the Treasurer, and, speaking from 
my previous experience, I doubt whether the 
increase in pay will lead to many more inspec- 
tors being uble to speak Chinese. I shall be 
agreeably surprised if it does. 

THE REPOKRT&D OUTBREAK OP PLAGUE 

‘IN MANILA. 

Correspondence re bubonic plague in Manila 
was submitted. : 

Answering an enquiry made by the Secretary 
on behalf of the Sanitary Board, Vonsul-General 
Wildman wrote on the 27th Jauuary :—“[ 
wrote yesterday to His Excellency Major-Gen- 
eral Otis asking for detailed information regard- 

- ing the newspaper reports that bubonic plague 
had broken out in Manila, and that information 
he transmitted to this office for the benefit of 
the Colonial: Government. I have no official 
information that leads me to believe that plague 
has broken out in Manila ” 

Mr. Harford, H. B. M. Consul at Manila, 
wrote to H. E. the Governor on the 25th 
January :—I have the honour to report. that 
eases of bubonic plague have opened lately in 
Manila, the majority of them ending fatally. 
Those cases as yet are entirely confined to the 
very lowest class of Chinese and natives, etc. 

~The disease has not yet assumed an epidemic 
form.” - 

At the meeting another letter from Consul- 
Genera] Wildwan was submitted. In this letter 
Mr:- Wildman stated that he had received an 
official -report to the effect that there had been 
five-anthenticated cases of plague in the city 
of Manila.

THE PLAGUE IN PORMOSA. 

Mr. W. @. Kepny, H. B. M. Consul in 
Tainan, forwarded a return of bubonic cases in 
Formosa during the year 1899. and added that 
there had been no reported cases in the: district 
since November 25th. Tha return showed the 
number of ¢ases to ‘be 2,633; deaths, 1,974; 
recoveries 606; under treatment 54. 

MORYtALITY STATISTICS. 

The death rate for the colony of Hongkong 
for the week ended January 27th was 21.8, 
against 2.’ for the previous week and 17 for the 
correspondin week last year. The rate for 
the following week was 19.8, against 14.6 for 
the correspoiling week last year. 

The deaths iu Macao for the week ended 2'st 
January numbered 44 (includi.g three from 
bubonic plague). The deaths for hv following

PRATICAL BRITI8BH SYMPATHY. 

In connection with the recent explosion on 
bourd the US ganboat Wheeling, which oc- 
curred when a salute was being fired in honour 
of the birthday of the German Emperor, result- 
ing in Gunner's-mate Campbell being killed and 
Lieut.-Commanier Beatty, Guoners Nelson. Bite 
and Conray, being injured, several iritish resi- 
dents have given practical expression of their 
sympathy. H.f. Sir Heory Blake and several 
other gentlemen, made ap the sum of 81,000, 
which bas been transmitted to the relatives of 
Campbell. Captaia Burwell and the officers of 
the Wheeling expressed thsir gratitude and 
communicated the matter to Admiral Watson, 
who also wrote thanking the dunors. Admiral 
Watson and the officers of the Wheeling then paid 
a call on H.E. the Governor, and further ex- 
pressed their appreciation. The incident, com- 
ing so recently after the baseball match by the 
Amerioan sailors, which contributed $535 to the 
Sonth African Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, 
certainly illustrates, better than all the talking 
in the world, the sympathatic and friendly feel- 
ing existing between the British and Americans 
in the Far East.

The exemptious iu clause 4 of the Bill to 
those persons required to obtain a licence to 
bear or carry arms should, the Committee think, 
be extended to all jurors, common as well as 
special. Bécause (as mentioned in the statement 
of objects: and reasonsyappended to the Bill) 
oue commen jaror who has abused the privilege 
is surely o very inadequate pretext for 
inflicting hardsbip on all the -rest. ‘l'o meet 
caves of that kind, a clause might le introduced | 
into the Bill making such abuse punishable by 
fine and loss of the privilege iu perpetuity. --

Memorandum submitted) by the Jmporters 
and Wholesale Dealers, in Arins and Amimupit- 
in Hongkong on the subject of “A Bill, entitled 
Au Ordinance to amend and consolidate tle 
law relating to the carriage and possession of 
Arms and Ammunition, " 

1. There is avery extensive trade in arms 
and ammunition carriel ou in Hongkong. 
The large and by far the more important part of 
the trade is a wholesale trade, arms snd ammuni- 
tion of all kiuds beiug imported into the colony 
in bulk, being stored in the colony for longer or 
shorter perieds ac¢ording to tho state of the 
market, and being exported from the colony in 
stenmers under British and foreign flags aud not 
in junks. That export trade is carried on with 
Russia, Korea, Japan, China, Tonquin and 
Cochiu-China, the Strarts Settlements, Java, 
Borneo and even with Sonth Amerioa and 
Mexico. 

2. There is also an extensive retail trade, 
the importer seliing arms and ammunition in 
larger ur smuller quantites to the loca) dealers, 
and the local dealers selling by retail to Kuropeau 
customers either resident or in transit, and to 
Chinese, mainly small traders from veighbour- 
ing porta, casual visitors to the colony and to 
the junk people. : P 

3. It is clearly recognized that the local trade 
in arms sud ammunition and the carrying and 
possession of arms and ammunition in the 
colony ‘must be regulated, but, except 
in so far as may be necessary for purely 
local purposes and for rendering the re- 
ee the local trade effeotive, there 
shou'd no interference with the whole. 
sale trade or with the import or export of arms 
and ammunition. It is a perfectly legitimate 
branch of trade. It is entirely untrammelled 
in England. It is not forbidden by Inter- 
national Law. All foreign powers bave the 
right and the power to protect themselves by 
making the import of arms and ammunition in- 
to their respective countries contraband. No 
country interferes with the trade of its own 
subjects in contraband, and there is no reason 
why the Government of this colony should pase 
laws to protect foreign countries. 

4. The \importers and wholesale dealers in- 
arme are perfectly willing—(l) to take out a 
licence to jmport and deal in arms and ammau- 
nition ; (2)\to pay a reasonable licence feo, suffi- 
cient to cover all the expenses Gorernmont may 
be put to in regulating the local trade; (3) tu 
register their names, of pees and 
godowns, (4) to report to the harbour master or 
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other proper official, the captain superintend- 

" ent of police if preferred, all importe aud exports 
of arms and ammunition; (5) to keep proper 
stock books; (6) to make periodical returns ; (7) to 
submit to examination at all-reasonable times of 
their books and godowns by some responsible 
official, and to subjeot themselves to penalties 
for any breaches of the law. 

3. Bat the importers and wholesale dealers 
submit that no licence feo shonld be levied be- 
yond what is necessary to cover the Government 
expenditure; that any higher rate is not a 
licence feo but a tax imposed upon the trade 
and an infringement of the freedom of the 
port, and that the additional trouble and ex- 
ponse thrown apon the importers and dealers 
by the stringent provisions of the Ordinance 
and the certain diminution of the local trade, 
is in itself a safficiontly heavy tax. A fee of 
$i00 for a licence to import and to deal in 
arms tvholesale is ample; a fee of §LO or $20 per 
anonm isn snfficienf licence fee to impose on 
retail dealers, whose business is likely to be 
seriously affected. 

6. I'he importers and wholesale dealers sub- 
mit that, if godowns and slores are registered 
and are open to the police inspection, together 
with their books, there is ample security that no 
arms will be sold or disposed of by them for export 
or to livenszd dealers, and all the restrictions 
on the removal and conveyance of arms and 
ammunition in the colony, so far as they are 
coucerned, are needless. 

7. They suggest that any arms or ammua- 
ition that i¢ may be necessary for them to more 
in the colony whether for export or from go- 
down to godown. or dalivery tn other dealers in 
the colony on sale, shall be sufficiently protected 
if the coolie carrying the arms or ammunition 
is provided with a statement properly authen- 
ticated in writing of tha kind, number and 
quantity of the arms or ammunition or both that 
are being moved, of the name of the dealer 
moving the armg, ete., and of their immediate 
destination, such statement to be made on a 
form supplied on payment by the Government 
to each dealer. Where there ara more coolies 
than two employed a head coolio should accom- 
pany them bearing the certificate. The require- 
ment of the Bill that no arms or ammunition 
shall be moved without u removal permit or ex- 
ported without an export permit is an unnecess- 
ary impediment in the way of business in 
Hongkong. It takes two or three days to get 
a permit asa rule, and from noon on Saturday 
until 10 am. on Monday and on holidays no 
permit can be applied for or obtained. Much 
Dusiness is now doue by wire, steamers remain 
in port but a very days, and much valuable 
business is lost by tha necessity of getting an 
export or removal permit. 

8. The forfeiture of arms being moved for 
any purpose unaccompanied by a certificate such 
as ig above mentioned will be in nearly all cases 
amore than sufficient punishment for any ue- 
glect. 

9, An effective use by the police of the power 
to inspect books and examine and check stocks 
will prevent any improper disposition of either 
arms or ammunition, 

10. With refereuce to the Papert of arms and 
ammunition to China in foreign-built ships and 
steamers, the importers and dealers submit 
that there should be no restriction whatever. 
They can only go to open ports, and the Im- 
perial Maritime Customs are fully competent 
to protect Chinese interestg at these ports and 
to enforce the laws of Ch:na with reference to 
contraband. 


11. Importers and wholesale dealers holding 
licance and registered as such should not,. of 
course, sell arms or ammunition retail in the 
colony, but only to licensed retail dealers. ~ 


12. -It is sabmitted that the Ordinance would 
be much improved if these two classes of deal- 
ers—the importers and wholesale dealers and 
the retail dealers—-wore dealt with separately. 

13. As to the retail trade, it is suggested 
that no wholesale dealer should be at liberty 
.to sell_or dispose of any arms or emmunition 
except to licensed dealers. That all retail 
dealers shonld be licensed and registered and 
their names and addresses be published in The 
-Gasette.’ That they should be required to keep 
books and furnish returns like the wholesale 
’. dealers, and that their books and stock should ‘be 
pericdica]ly examined and checked. - 
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14. Under the existing Ordivances this ex- 
amination of Books and checking of stocks bas 
never been enforced. If it had been there 
would have been no need for the present Bill. 
18.—Retail dealers sell in all quantities, a 
single rifle, cr fowling piece or pistol, or a pack- 
age of ammunition, or a pound of powder or a 
box of caps value 50 conte. It renders that trade 
impossible, or forces them into illegal trafficking 
io arms, to require every purchaser of the smell. 
est qnantity of ammunition or of the amallest 
tire-arm or part of a fire-arm to hold a permit 
to possess or carry arms ortoexport. It would 
be far better to say at once that it is intended 
to suppress (he entire trade in arms than to 
harrass it in this way. Thousands of Chinese 
coma to Hongkong daily by the steamers from 
Canton and Macao, and by junk. Many of 
them uro either entitled by permit from the 
Chinese Mandarins to have arms, or are for 
their owa protection absolutely compelled to 
provide themselres with arms. Many of them 
are here on business only for a day. Many 
come one day and return the next. It is impos-- 
sible for tiem iu the time to get permits to 
possess, or carry, or expurt, end in the time 
what chance have they (strangers in the Colony ) 
of getting sach permit from the Captain 
Superintendent of Police. He is too busy to 
attend to them. He would refase the permit 
until he had time to make inquires and verify 
their statements. 
16.—If the provisions of the present Bill 
become law aud are enforced, the retail 
trade in arms will be killed dead, and 
with that retail (rade a cuusiderable and a 
raluable portion of the wholesale trade will be 
destroyed too, for the aggregate eale of arms 
and ammunition in the oolony by retail is ver 
considerable ia a year. The retail traders will 
move to Macao, and the import and wholesale 
trade will follow aud will fall into the hands of 
unscrupulous persons who will make it theic 
sole business, with the probable result that the 
ill-disposed both here and on the mainiand will 
find it still more easy to procure both arms and 
ammunition, The import iato the colony of 
arms and ammunition in small quantities by 
junk or boat from Macao cannot be checked. 
17-~—The following suggestions are made for 
the amendment of the Hill now before the

One regulating the carriage and possersion of 
arms; and that the regulstious applicable to 
each be worked out separately. 
2.—That the expression “to carry arms " be 
defined and limited to the carriage of arms on 
the person for use or realy for use, and that 
some other expression be introddced and defined 
to cover tbe carrying of arms in the sense of 
conveying them from place to place as a coolie 
carries arms or ammunition from shop to go- 
down or boat, or a servant carries a gun or a 
belt of cartridges for his master's use. No 
one should carry srins in the first sense. No 
person conveying arms or ammunition io the

3.—" Possession” is a word that alao needs 
definition. There is the poasessiou of the owner, 
who remains in possession, even when the arms 
are in the actnal oustody of his servant, There 
is the possession of the servant which, if daly 
authorised by a person empowered to possess, 
ought to go free of any pepalties. 
4. The Captain Superintendent of Police 
is probably the proper person to grant licences 
to carry or have possession of srms. He has 
neobably the. best means of knowing who may 
safely be permitted to carry arms, but the period 
covered by the licence, the conditions on which 
it is granted, and the power of revocation. 
should be regulated by law or by rules and 
enleienne made by the Governor-in-Coun- 
cil.

7. Section 7 requires a Chinaman from the 
mainland who comes here one day ip a junk and 
returns the next day and who buys a box of caps 
to take with him to his home to get an export 
permit, and then when he gets on board his junk 
to deliver the caps -o the custody of the master 
or mate of the jank and must returo the receipt 
and the permit to some officer of Government. 
The clausa is impracticable and can prop-rly 
only affect wholesale dealers. There is no pro- 
vision in ths rdinance providing for the case 
of a man who buys a weapon in the colony for 
the sole purpose of taking it out of the colony 
for use in bis own home. 

8. Clause 8 is far too wide, It affects every 
perrou—wholesale dealer, retail dealer, person 
privileged or licensed—to carry arms—eve 
one. No menber of council can send hie fowl- 
ing piece to the gunsmith's to be cleaned or ro- 
paired. without a remoral permit. 

9. With reference to clause 19 it should beso 


moditied so that in the onse of a person suspect-— 


ed of varrying arms he should be taken at once 
before un inspector and searched, so that, if the 
suspivion was unfounded he might at onoe be 
discharged from custody, other wisoa perfectly 
innocent man might be detained from Saturday-

10 Lhe Captain Superintendent of Police 
should not be the person to grant or refuse 
licences to dealers and importers. Snch 
licences should be granted by the Colonial 
Secretary.

Ll. Tbe amount of the feo payablo bps al- 
ready been discussed. 

12. Tuere should be no power to cancel, any 
licence once issned, except for beach of the 
conditions ou which the licence was issued, or 
of some provision of the law, aud after couvio- 
tion. Any refusal to grant a licence should be 
subject to appeal, the applicant being entitled to 
have in writing the reasons for the refusal. 

All arms and ammunition being conveyed 
from any part of the colony to another, unless 
accompanied by a licenced person or with corti- 
ficate from the owner—a privileged person, a 
licensed wholesale dealer, or a licensed tre- 
tailer—giving the name of the owner, tho 
quantity and kind of arms or atamunition con- 
veyed, and the «destination; otherwise arms 
liable to be forfeited, and the bearer if unable 
to account for his possession punishable, 

Removal permits impracticable. Think of a 
remoral permit being required to enable s man 
to get a packet of cartridges conveyed by a 
coolie from a store to his house. 

The requirement of a certificate will render 
boxes and Iabels unnecessary. 

Section 20 should be so modified as to au- 
thorize any police constablo to convey any sus- 
pected person to a station, there to have his box 
or packaye opened and searched. 

Section 22 requires modification to provide 
for the case of European passengers of standing 
and position, persons licensed or privileged to 
carry arms in Hongkong from being exposed to 
have their persons examined and their baggage 
searched for arms. It puts it in the power of a 
disagreeable ship's captain to grossly insult and 
annoy a passenger against whom he had any 

ill-feeling. It is too big a power to give any 
man, especially when coupled with the power to 
arrest. It is given to sli masters of all vorsels 
of any nationality, even Chinese jake. and 
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might te used to deprive passengers of the 
moans of self-defence and to leave them at the 
mercy of pirates.

MEMORANDUM RE INDIAN TARIFPS. 

For some years past the companies carrying 
Ahe traffic between Europe and [udia have been 
memorialised to reduce the Indian rate. 

The companies have always expressed their 
willingness to reduce tariffs whenever experience 
has shown that a natural expansion of traffic 
has taken place, and is likely to take place, by a 
tariff, and have always been, and are now, will- 
ing to take a fair share in any reduction of 
tariff, if the Government concerned would bear 
a proportion of the actual loss of revenue, the 
gompanies uot only bearing 8 share of the loss, 
‘but undertaking the extra expense of carrying 
any increased trafiic. 

The reasons which have influenced tha com- 
panies with regard to the Indian tariff have 
‘been as follows :— ' 

1.—The traffic between India and Europe has 
been shown by experience to be a non-expansive 
one, and the companies consider that it. would 
require a very large reduction of tariff to 
materially increase the actual tariff carried. 
The following figures will speak for themselves. 
The tariff was reduced to 4s. per word on the

Lmproveu ut is visill- 
in ueacly very quorler,  Cavil gre ver suiecats are 
rapidty being established in every town of | 
importance, and garrisons and patrols are iv 
process of extensiou wherever Americans hold 
territory, and yet i{ isan uudeniable fact that 
since Jannary Ist the Lusurgeut foreas hava 
captured a number of rifles and quautitios of 
ammuuition from the Atgricans almost equall- 
ing the sum total of American captures from the 
Insurgents. Besides this, the casualty rate for 
the last two weeks will come very close to being 
heavier than at any other period of the iusne- 
rection, With the exception of Cue time af the 
outbreak and the fortui ht beginmiag with 


March 25th, 189%. ‘hese are bard facts to 
swallow and somewhat alarming iuto the 
bargain. 

The threatened guerifla warfare that was 


heard of ou every side seems to be a steru 
reality, and parties of fifty or 9 smaller 
nunibers are ambashed aud * jumped" day 
afler day. Supply Crains. small eseoits and 
scouting pirties are the special objects af attack 
and the country seems to be full of small rog- 
ing bands, waitiog ut every convenient cover 
until the prey is caught.

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A PROCLAMATION BY LI HUNG CHANG, 

Sometime last year the district of Fayuin was 
~very much disturbed py bands of robbers, of 
whom Tongelan was the chief As he and his 
gang are still at large doing great mischief at 
sea and on Jand, the gentry of the villages have 
presented petitions fo H.E. Li Hung Chang, 
the Viceroy of Canton, requesting troops to be 
sent to repress the brigaudage and piracy in 
that district and its vicinity; thereupon H.€. 
— issues a proclamation of which the following is 
a translation :— 

“ Upon resding the petitions presented I 
find that the city town Kuvkai is contiguous 
with the districte «f Fayuin and Samesni. As 
the pirate chief Tungehan and his associates 
are still at larga attacking and robbing passen- 
ger boats and junks, [ was asked to send the 
commandant, Cheangyonchai, with oue or two 
hundred soldiers of tha Anu regiment. te 
guard and protect the cily town, aud also 
order tivo guard boats to proceed to Mankao for 
the purpose of cruising about so as to hont 
down tlie pirates for the protection of the mer- 
chants. Upon enquiry [ also find that the 
cause of the land and sea being infested, impor- 
tuned audalmost blockaded by robbers aud pirates 
during thes. few years is wholely a(tributed to 
the negligence and remissness of the local aa- 
thorities, civil as well as military. in making 
arrest, and, also to the fact that the army 
has been ‘reduced and pay dimimushed; con- 
sequently there have riot been men suffi- 
cient to guard all the places. Since IT have 
taken up the poxt of Vicerny in Canton I 
am pretty well convinced that the thiefs and 
robbers are : source of great injury to the weil. 
fare of the people; therefore it ix uecessary that 
I should appoint competent officials to the 
different places to hunt them down for the 
preservation of pases antl vood corde, L mast 
use all possible means and lose ne time to raise 
money and soldiers to attain omy sim and end, 
As to the mquest ¢f desputching the Commeaud. 
aut Cheangyouchai with troops to station 
there, and sending guardboats for cruisiug, | 
should have grant. d it; but as the command- 
ant has not yet sucsee ed iu destroying the 
brigands in the district of Saichew, the 
forces under him are not sufficient for 
that purpose. As to seuding the geuboats | 
find that since the braves tas been reducad, 
most of the ours, ropes and other things 
are rotten and useless; consequently Tam think. 
ing of having them replaced. Even if I were 
to send them now they are not xtreug enongh 
to equalize the force of the robbers. So. taking 
all the circumstances info consideration, [ lave 
to delay fora little time before I can take auy 
effective step. [ have given orders tu the Gen- 
eral Kwane- Yih and Chung- Yih togetber with 
the Command:ut Cheang, to he prepared to go 
and make a trial. and in case of urgency IT shall 
send a large body of troops Let the provincial 
“judge, the magistrates and garrisons tike 
notice.”

THE PIRACIES—CHINESE AUTHORITIES 
CONTEMPLATE ACTION. 

A native paper, Pok Man Po, of the 1 inst. 
says that on account. of tho prevalent robbery 
and piracy which isa source of great incon- 
venience and injury to travellers and merchants 
up the West River, the English Government in- 
tend todespatch gunboats there for the protection 
of their merchant<; bnt as this step seems an 
encroachment upon the sovereignty of Chinn. 
H. EK. the Viceroy Li Hung Chang ‘has given 
strict orders for the arrest of had characters 
and the paffabment of those who ure responsible 
for the peace and good order of the locality. 
Now we have heard that the generals of 
Chung Hip and Pan Hip. together with 
the commandants of the different regiments 
of Canton, have devised some means, 
which is as follows:—The West River is 
marked out as two tributaries or streams, the 
upper and the lower streams. Kach stream is 
divided into six sections, and in each section 
there will be a gunboat and a guardboat. for its 
protection, with additional xoldiers of several 
tens to each of the boats, guarding and cruising 
about davs and nights. [a case of robbery in 
which the offender has not been arrested, the 
official responsib!e for the peace and good order 
of that locality shall he noted for minor offence. 
and in case of serioas offence he shall be degrad- 
ed for negligence in not endeavcuring io make 
arrest.

Affairs in Peking are in a eritical ¢ -ndition, 
and the receat edicts leave very little doubt as 
to the nature of the crisis—the actual or vir- 
tual deposition of Kwang Sen. The nominatin 
of the yoathful Pu Chen as the heir appar. 
ent by adoptive affiliation marks an important 
step: we may now see Kwang Seu disappear 
quickly or slowly from the political field. Lt the 
Manchus desire to keep face with the outside 
world the process will be gradual; but if his 
friends in the Camp show any desposition to 
rally, his weakly health may be expected to 
develop into a galloping decline. 

Little or nothing is at present kuown outside 
the Palace of the character and ability of the 
new aspirant to the Drageu Throne Manchu 
and Chineae critica who affect to be scrupulous 
legitimatists are expressing their satisfaction 
that he is at least the proper “ Generation.” 
Manchu succession ought to be strictly lineal 
by generation and not collateral: ie, u brother 
cannot succeed, though a brother's child 
may do #0, Sterility makes no difference 
in this, as an adopted child has all t'e privi- 
leges of a real son. Kwang Sen's nouiuation 
to the succession ws in. violation of this 
traditional sequence, and hence, according to the 
purists, the wrath of Heaven on his adminis- 
tration. 

There has appareatly been some anxiety in 
Mancha circles about the possib'e action of the 
Foreign Powers about these changes. Ten 
days ago all the Ministers were hurriedly sent 
for; they went down to the Yamen at an un- 
precedented hour. It is freely bruited abroad 
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adoption, bat others do not hesitate to add that 
Kwang Sea's immediate abdication 
intimated. ‘This is of coursa the 
sing of the political quid nuncs. : 

How such an astounding report can have

The moment the falsehood was 
disproved, the newsmongera changed it into 
the statement that these forces wefe all rendy 
for embarkation at Port Arthur. /‘l his.modi- 
fied forin of the news found some crédence even 
among the well informed. Personally,jI fail to see 
the remote possibility of such a mipvement in 
the existing rel_tions betweeu Russia and Japan, 
unless these powers have come to & misunder- 
standing. A few foreignersin Peking profess to 
think that the Dowager has come to a secret 
arrapgement with the Northern Power by 
which further territorial cession is to be 
the reward of presen support. I need not 
udd that there is ao -vidence whatever to. 
support this belief; the public is in such an 
excited slate that every wild suggestion tinds 
wide credence, ‘The mau-in-the street is under 
the firm conviction that Kwang Seu is to be 
formal y depos-d to-morrow by force. 

The timid in Peking and ‘Tieutsin are just 
now under another scare—that of the | oxers, 
Lhe local press, both vernacular and foreign, 
is not on this snbject so well informed ag usual, 
and is doing not u jittle to increase the uneasy 
feeling The Peking and Tieutsin Times ip its 
lust ixsua states that letters from Chinese 
friends say that the Boxers are pouring juto 
the Capital, and that an attack on the foreign. 
et< is con ewinplated during the New Your, 
‘LT bose best. acquaiuted with Chiuese opinion 
and movements in the province scout such 
statements as the mere ont-ame of foolish fear. 
The Boxers, or I Ho Chuan, are bad enough in 
their present aspect without being promoted 
into a foreigners bogie. Our last real news 
about them is for the moment a little more rea- 
suring. ‘The atrocious murder of Mr. Brooks, 
of the 8. P C. instead of being on incentive 
to further villianies seems to have had on 
oppo-ite effect. The Big-Swords have in many 
places dispersed pro fem, and the magis- 
trates are plucking up conrage not only to pro- 
tect the native Christians bat even to o ake 
restituficn to them for injuries received. There 
waa a horrible fear from an ambiguous word in 
one of the official despatches on the wurder of 
Mr. Brooks that he had actually been cruci- 
fied. This point is o-w cleared up, the word 
chia (¥) framed) referred to the usual disposi- 
tion of the corpse in a coffin and not to the 
torture of the feng body on across. As the 
caxe really was, n0 increase of atrocity by flotion 
wax needed to make the story more appalling. 
Lhey submitted the brave Ind. for such indeed 
he was, to mutilutio - and indignity by cutting 
off hia ears and nes (2 or slitting bis n- etrils) 
and by clothing Lit in cffensive rugs, befor: 
fiually cutting off his head. 

Some of the missionarics here are dubious as 
to the expediency of douning Chinese clothes 
under the circumstances attending Mr. Brook's 
journey, Such clothes are of course no dixgnire. 
In this case it ix «uspested thot the Boxers 
rage was chiefly directed ugainst a Mission of 
which men babitnally dress in Chinese style, 
and that Mr. Brooks was mistaken for one of 
them.
